A CABINTEELY CLAIM | 
——&— 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 


Mrs. Annie Farrell, executrix of Patrick 
Farrell, deceased, of Cabinteely. Co. Dublin, 
presented two claims for compensation under 
the Damage to Property Compensation Act, 
1933—one for £83 19s. ó in respect of 
meat supplied to the I.R.A. when they were 
in occupation of Cabinteely Barracks, the 
second being for £12 for damage to claimant s 
butcher’s shop by gun-fire. 

John Caddy, nephew of the late Patrick 
Farrell, stated that he was present in the 
shop during the months of 1922 when the 
meat was supplied to the I.R.A. ‘in occupa- 
tion of the barracks. 

The witness produced receipts from the 
officers in command for the meat supplied, 
and also the ledger, an account in which was 
headed, ‘‘ Irish Republican Army, Comey 
Barracks.” The ledger, he said, coritain 
an accurate statement of the goods supplied. 

In reply to Mr. O'Donovan, solicitor for 
the Minister for Finance, as to the second 
claim, the. witness said that there was an 
attack -ón the barracks, and it was during 
that attack that the shop was damaged by 
gun-fire. The late Patrick Farrell received 
£1,000 compensation under the 1923 Act for 
the barrack, which he owned, and which 
later was burned down by the “ Irregulars." 
The receipts covered a period from March 
to June, 1922, and the first batch were 
signed “* Neill McNeill.””~. From the 18th 
March on the receipts were signed by ‘J. 
Brady.” 

The judge said that he would not allow 
for the meat supplied to the troops who were 
acting: under the Provisional Government, 
and that if that were deducted from. the 
total amount the balance would be £65 1s. 5d. 
He would award £55 under the first claim 
and £5 on the second, making a total of 
£60, and«‘costs: . :

Patrick Gaynor, Castle street, Dalkey, Co. 
Dublin, claimed £225, the cost of billeting 
members of the I.R.A. at his house on 
Leopardstown racecourse from March to 
July, 1921, and £28 15s. as compensation for 
a bicycle and a number of overcoats which, 
he seid, were taken during the period that

‘Lhe. claimant said that from Apel to 
July, 1921, there were always fifteen men 
in the house, and often there were from 24 
to 50 men there. They used the place for 
Me Bis and sleeping in. He also supplied 
Toor . 

Mr. P. J. McEnery (instructed by Messrs. 
Little, OhUadhaigh and Proud) appeared 
for the claimant. | 

Wilfiam Kelly, former ‘Quartermaster, 
J.R.A., in evidence stated that about 30 
men were quartered at the racecourse at the 
time. He believed that Mr. Gaynor was 
about £106 out of pocket for food supplied 
to these men. He had often given Mr. 
Gaynor orders to give a meal to ten men, 
and then tweny-five occasionally turned up, 
and he ‘would have to increase the cáin 
of food. The bedding in the house was 
removed for sleeping in the stables, and these 
had‘ to be destroyed later. He also knew 
that the claimant lost a new 3-speed gear 
bicycle; and two overcoats. In 1924 Mr. 
Frank Aiken, then I.R.A. Chief of Staff, 
sent out instructions that, the units were to 
list all debts of honour. Witness made up 
a list, and he believed that these documents 
were now in possession of the State, having 
been captured in the Kilakee dump. Claimant 
at the time belonged to the active unit of 
the I.R.A. | The witness added that he 
had to keep the rnit supplied with food, 
and for that mm he received £10 from 
Mr. Clarke, of Leopardstown, and £20 from 
Mrs. Beulah Croker.

Gided that the defendant did not bet on the 
horse Ontario, but did bet on Citrona, and 
he accordingly decided in favour of the 
plaintiff. 


CITRONA AND ONTARIO 


Mr. James P. O'Reilly (instructed by Mr. 
P. J. O'Sullivan), for the defendant, said 
that Mr. Duggan’s recollection seemed to be 
at fault, because in his affidavit he said Cit- 
rona was not placed, whereas the '' Racing 
Calendar,” which he produced in Court, 
showed that Gitrona was second in the race 
won by Ontario. Last week it was stated on 
behalf of the plaintiff that the horse did not 
run at all, so that it appeared that their re- 
collections were not at all clear. 

The Master—Why consent to an arbitra- 
tion and not abide by it? 

Mr. O’Reilly—It is on affidavit what 
exactly happened. There is a contest of facts, 
and the case should go into the judge’s list. 
Mr. Sherry said that the Gaming Act was 
not pleaded, and he had advised the plaintiff 
to accept. the £86 that was not in dispute in 
full discharge of the debt. This sum the 
defendant had stated in his affidavit he was 
always ready and willing to pay. 

Mr. O’Reiily—In his affidavit the defendant 
says the publication of the statement of plain- 
tiff’s solicitor, that Citrona had not run at all 
that day, had caused him much annoyance 
and damage.

The Master said that according to the 
English Courts it was not uecessary to plead 
the Gaming Act.

Mr. Sherry said that up to the present the 
defendant had made the case that he was 
willing to pay the £86 that was not disputed.

Mr, Sherry—Having regard to the attitude

1952, the plaintiff was knocked down in 
O'Connell street by a Post Office mail van 
driven by Biddulph, and on the 5th Novem.

damages for personal injuries’) The Public 
Authorities Act, 1895, however, was pleaded, 
and, on the ground that the defendant was at 
the time of the accident in the employment of 
the Department of Posts and Telegraphs, Mr, 
Justice Sullivan entered judgment on his be- 
half, with costs against the defendant.. In 
applying now for a reversal of this judgment

The reflection that naturally arises in one’s 
mind is what illustrious names in our 
country’s history during the last century 
are recalled in a saunter along the yew- 
lined avenues of either burying ground. 
Men whose names are heard al;;ost daily 
mentioned in conversation over workaday 
concerns rest in those quiet spaces which 
the noise of the city’s traffic is unable to 
invade. Glasnevin has long since had its 
history fully told by the late William J. 
Fitzpatrick, bringing its growth up to the 
end of the last century, but no one has 
vet undertaken a similar work for Mount 
Jerome. It is a subject which next year 
should be dealt with by a competent pen. 


The Burns Anniversary 


I imagine that a good many people in 
this country, even apart from those of 
Scottish origin, entertain considerable 
affection for the poetry of Robert Burns. 
To these the broadcast which is to be 
civen on the 25th January, the 176th 
anniversary of the birth of Burns, from 
the poet’s cottage at Alloway, ought to 
prove interesting. The Burns anniversary 
celebration has become a national event 
in Scotland, in spite of the fact that many 
of the intelligentsia look askance at ‘t 
as being merely a convivial reunion of 
Philistines. It is, of course, possible that 
many of the Burns’ enthusiasts think of 
him more as a national representative 
than as a poet. Nevertheless, the ordinary 
lover of poetry may find it a blessed relic? 
to turn from the empirical methods and 
perversions so characteristic of modern 
verse to those clear and compelling lyrics 
which will always withstand the test of 
time, because they seem to have flowed 
out of the poet’s heart as naturally as if 
they came from the throat of a bird. 


Tennyson, according to Aubrey de Vere, 


said of Burns’s songs: “ In shape each of 
them has the perfection of the berry, in 
light the radiance of the dew-drop; you 
forget for its sake those stupid things, his 
heavy pieces.” On the other a 
Wordsworth, who also considered Burns 
to be a great genius, remarked in praising 
him: “ Of course, I refer to his serious 
on such as ‘The Cottar’s Saturday 
Night,’ those foolish little amatory songs 
of his one has to forget.” It is difficult 
to judg? between poets at variance, but 
Tennyson seems to have been the truer 
critic in this instance.

Dr. Downeu

Such are the jarvies and cabmen, a sadly 
dwindling company. Gone is the old 
spirit of beastfulness about their horse 
flesh that once characterised these. public 
jehus; now they squeeze their decrepit 
horses and vehicles. between the taxis that 
so vastly out-number them on the hazards. 
At times a miniature “‘ boomlet ” comes 
their way. In the tourist’ season the 
jarvies do a fair business, for most visitors 
prefer to see the sights from a sidecar, 
and the cabs benefit when the death rate 
rises, for many consider them more suit- 
able than motor cars for a funeral pro- 
cession.

Rutherford said that the subject was not in- 
appropriate; for Joly was for many years 
not only in in in the problems 
of radioactivity, but made numerous ori 
and important contributions to our know 
of this subject. 


MEASUREMENT PRINCIPLES 


“When the large and continuous emission 
of heat from the radioactive bodies was made 
clear in 1003,” continued the lecturer, 
‘* Joly’s alert and re mind was ct once 
attracted to the problem of the effect of 
this steady generation of heat by the radio- 
active bodies present in the earth’s crust and 
its effect on the geological history of our 
planet. To obtain reliable data he devised 
simple, but ingenious, methods for measuring 
the amount of the primary radioactive bodies, 
uranium and thorium, in typical rocks 
constituting the earth’s crust. e was the 
fixst to point. out the far-reaching significance 
of this small, but steady, supply of heat on 
the internal temperature gradient of the 
earth, resulting in violent earth movements. 
Indeed, he was of opinion that the risa and 
fall of continents and the elevation of 
mountain chains was intimately connected 
with the heating effect of radioactive bodies 
over long intervals of time.” 

Lord Rutherford then discussed Joly’s dis- 
covery of the origin of the pleochroic haloes 
observed in certain kinds of mica and his 
observance of an inner ring, corresponding 
to alpha-particles of much shorter range than 
any observed from the known radioactive 
bodies. These he found in some very old 
micas, and more recent researches indicated 
that this ring is due to the element samarium 
which has been found to be weakly radio- 
active. 


EXPLOSIVE ATOMS 


‘The property of radioactivity,’’ he con- 
tinued, “is a sign of the instability of the 
atoms concerned. For some unknown rea- 
son each second a minute fraction of the 
radium atom becomes unstable and breaks up 
with explosive violence, a fragment of the 
atom—an alpha-particle—being hurled out at 
high speed. As a consequence of these 
atomic transformations a new type of atom 
is formed—the radium emanation—which, in 
turn, is unstable, breaking up rapidly with 
thé liberation of an alpha-particle. The 
process of transformation once started pro- 
ceeds through a number of successive stages, 
finally ending in the formation of a stable 
and non-radioactive isotope of lead. The 
successive transformations of uranium lead to 
the formation of twelve distinct types of 
radioactive element, and in all more than 30 
of these radioactive elements are known. 
Each of these elements suffer transformation 
according to a definite law, but at a diffe- 
rent and characteristic rate.” 


FUTURE SURPRISES 


The lecturer discussed the more technical 
aspects of these and other types of trans- 
formations, and, in concluding, said: ‘‘ We 
can build. heavier eléments from lighter, and 
break up other atoms into fragments, and 
produce novel radioactive elements by the. 
score. This new field of what may be called 
nuclear chemistry is opening up with great 
rapidity. Much work, often of a difficult 
technical character, will be required to prove 
the exact nature of any of gs transforma- 
tions which have been observed, but a very 
promising beginning has been made. Future 
work may disclose many surprises, for new 
and unsuspected particles may come to light. 
In any case, we are entering a no man’s 
land, with the ultimate hope to throw light 
on the way atoms are built up from simpler 
particles.

Byron Bolton, the gangster arrested on 
January 8th in connection with the kid- 
napping of Edward G. Bremer, the St. 
Paul banker, has, according to a copy- 
right message in the Chicago American, 
admitted to the Federal agents that he 
took part in one of the most terrible inci- 
dents in: America’s gangster warfiare—the 
St. Valentine Day massacre in 1929.

FIANNA. FAIL LECTURE 
IN DUBLIN 


A lecture on “ Rebels of Trinity College " 
was given by Mr, Cathal O’Shannon at a 
public meeting organised by the Wolfe Tone 
Cumann, Fianna Fail, in Wynns Hotel, 
Dublin, last night. Mr. H. Nic olis, B.A.I., 
chairman of the cumann, presided, 

In every generation from 1798 onwards, 
said Mr. O’Shannon, there was, among the 
students of Trinity College, Dublin, a leaven 
of political or social revolutionaries, They 
were always 4 minority and exceptional 
among the mass of the students. 

Passing over the better known names of 
Trinity men, like Wolfe Tone, Moore, 
Emmett, Davis and Mitchel, the lecturer 
referred to lesser known figures, such as 
Denis Reilly, John Blake Dillon, William 
Dunbar and William Heazle. Thomas Clarke 
Luby, he said, had linked the ‘48 movement 
with the ‘4? movement, and John O'Leary 
had figured in both Young Ireland and 
Fenianism, carrying the gospel of physica! 
force, separation and republicanism on to 
the neo-Femanism of Tom Clarke and the 
men who had made Easter Week, 1916. 

The lecturer spoke of Edmund O'Donovan, 
the famous war correspondent who had 
y cgge in the expedition against the Mahdi 

fty years ago. O'Donovan was a son of 
the distinguished Celtic scholar, John 
O’Donovan, and he had conducted a circle 
of the Irish Republican Brotherhood within 
Trinity College itself, as well as a gunnery 
instruction class, As the most eminent of 
the social revolutionaries—a kind of pioneer 
Bolshevist—who had come out of Trinity, he 
described the career of James O’Brien. and 
gave extracts from his writings. O'Brien

A meeting of the Dublin Society of Char- 
tered Accountants was held at 41-42 Dawson 
street, on Monday last, when Mr G. H. 
Tulloch, F.C.A., gave a paper on *‘ The Wind- 
ing-up of Companies in Voluntary Liquida- 
tion.’ 

Mr. Tulloch dealt with the subject, in the 
first place, having gad to the law prevail- 
ing m the Irish Free State, and then went on 
to show the differences which arise in 
Northern Ireland, by reason of the more 
recent legislation there. He pointed out the 
advantages of the method adopted in Northern 
Ireland of classifying voluntary liquidations 
under (1) creditors’ winding-up and (2) 
members’ winding-up, according to whether 
the company is insolvent or solvent. He dealt 
with the powers and duties of the liquidator, 
the methods of fixing his remuneration, the 
final meeting of shareholders, and the final 
discharge of the liquidator’s responsibility,

If the Government did what was 
Suggested it would open up a very wide field, 
and would appear to give a basis for claims 
for compensation from many people whose 
interests had been affected by the construc- 
tion of the Shannon scheme other than 
workers who had been employed in the 
fisheries. 

Mr, JOHNSON had tabled an amendment 
to provide for the, payment of compensation 
to persons who had been employed on a 
fishery for not less than three months of the 
twelve months immediately preceding acqui- 
sition of the fishery or fishing right by the 
Electricity Board. | 

The MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY AND 
COMMERCE said that where a worker was 
employed on the fisheries with any degree of 
regularity, the income he derived from the 
fishing was an important part of his means 
of livelihood, and he had not been trans- 
ferred to employment under the Electricity 
Board he would be given compensation under 
the bill. On certain stretches of the waters 
there were public rights of fishing; persons 
who added to their incomes by exercising 
that public right could have no claim for 
compensation. 


By agreement, consideration of. the amend- 
ment was adjourned. 


FISH GAPS

PROVIDING WORK FOR 
UNEMPLOYED 


Mr. S. COUNIHAN moved :—‘‘ That the 
Senate requests the Executive Council to 
cause an examination to be made of the tidal 
inlets in County Dublin with a view to ascer- 
taining (a) the acreage of land capable of 
reclamation in such inlets or any of them, 
(b) the cost of such reclamation, (c) the pro- 
portion of such cost that would be expended 
in labour and the relief of unemployment 
afforded thereby, and (dy, the value of the 
reclaimed land for’ agricultural or forestry 
purposes. 

Mr. COUNIHAN said that coasta] reclama- 
tion, so far as the Government was concerned, 
would be wholly an experiment, and he be- 
lieved County Dublin was the best place to 
try such an experiment. Hundreds of acres 
could be claimed there, which would be a 
national asset, and could be used for forestry 
or agricultural purposes.. Along the Dublin 
coast a very big stretch of land could be 
reclaimed, because the tida’ inlets in many 
eases were very small and narrow, as at 
Malahide. 

“We have already about 5,000 acres of 
land reclaimed in County Wexford,” con- 
tinued Mr. Counihan, “that, before this 
were only mud-banks, and now it is the 
most fertile land in the country.” 

He referred to the demoralising effect of 


free beef, etc, and the advantages of such 
public works as he proposed. If a system 
of drainage of the thousands of acres of 
water-logged land were instituted by the 
Government, farmers. who benefited would 
be satisfied to repay a portion of the outlay 
in the shape of annuities. 


DEMORALISING DOLE 


Senator Miss BROWNE, seconding the 
motion, said that. there was ample evidence 
of the demoralising effects of doles. Any 
kind of work would be better than paying 
them to be idle.

The certificate of John William Vincent, 
skipper of the Grimsby trawler, Macleay, 
which was lost off Iceland on October 29th, 
1934, was suspended for two years, at the 
conclusion of the Board of Trade inquiry at 
Grimsby yesterday.

UNEMPLOYMENT FIGURES 


Referring to unemploymeat figures quoted 
during the debate and those ‘‘ recently pub- 
lished in the newspapers in heavy, leaded 


type,” Mr: Connolly said that those figures 


meant something very different from what 
they meant three years ago. At that time 
the people who registered did so in the main 
for the purpose of drawing unemployment 
Insurance benefit. When it came to the 
question of giving relief works throughout 
the country the present Government decided 
that applicants for such work would have to 
register at the Labour Exchanges. There 
was, consequently, an enormous increase in 
the numbers registered as unemploved. In 
addition,’ there were those who were 
etting assistance under the Unemployment 
Assistance Act. Everybody khew that 
virtually every small ;crmer in the Gaeltacht 
and on the western seaboard registered for 
unemployment assistance; the majority of 
these had houses and small holdings, but 
they were available at times for unemploy- 
ment assistance up to a certain point, or 
relief works. He wanted to make it: clear 
that the published figures for unemplovment 
were a complete analysis of all those classes 
that claimed unemployment assistance, 
insurance benefit or voli! work, 

“I think,” he said, ‘‘ we are all satisfied— 
every trade union and traders’ organisation 
will bear out what | say—that there is con- 
siderably more employment now than there 
ever has been in recent vears in Ireland, 

“It is entirely desirable that people should 
be provided with the means of earning what 
is given to them, rather than suffer from the 
demoralising effects of the dole.’’ 

It was not going to be suggested, he con- 
tinued, that tliose for whom work could not 
be got were to be deprived of assistance or 
relief. He objected to that being ealled 
“charity”; it was no more charity for those 
people to be given benefit than for the un- 
employed worker, who paid insurance, to 
draw benefit. Those people were a State 
ey and had got to be accepted as 
such. 


DOUBTFUL UTILITY 


Regarding the subject matter of the 
motion, he said he was not sure that this 
particular public work was a practical pro- 
position; he would, however, undertake to 
see that it was brought to the attention o 
the inter-Departmental Committee, which 
was, he thought, where Senator Counihan 
should have sent it.

Mr. Michael Prendergast, at the annual meet- 
ing of the Irish Live Stock Exporters’ and 
Traders’ -Association last night in Dublin. 
He added that the system of dis- 
tributing export licences was grossly 
abused, and they had proof, and had 
brought in before the Ministe- for Agricul- 
ture several times. that licences were being 
allocated to persons who never had any con- 
nection with the export cattle trade. These 
licences, when received by persons who could 
not use them, were sold to exvorters who 
needed them badly. They had cattle pur- 
chased and ready to ship, and unless they 
were to lose all, they had to grasp at any 
opportunity that presented itself to help them- 
selves out of a very awkward situation. Their 
protests to the Minister did not always receive 
the attention they deserved. and they re- 
gretted to say that licences still continued to 
find their way to persons not connected with 
the export trade 
The Association had a very definite 
grievance with regard to the, personne! of the 
Consultative Councils seb up by the Minister 
for Agriculture under the various Acts deal- 
ing with the live stock trade. They had 
received representation on some of them, but 
no member of the organisation had been 
asked to sit on the Council formed under 
the Slaughter of Cattle and Sheep Act, 


ASSISTED MINISTER 


They, as an Association, could claim that 
they had been of greater assistance to the 
Minister for Agriculture than any other organi- 
sation in the country. But the Minister, in 
arranging the new conditions of export, did 
not taxe them into his confidence, and seemed 
instead to have sought advice from men who 
were never connected with any trade organi- 
sation, They had protested against this 
action. 

The Minister, in his efforts to stabilise 

rices under the Slaughter of Cattle and 
Sheep Act, and to create favourable returns 
to the producer of cattle, had taken on a 
very big task, however laudable. He in- 
formed them in very plain language that 
they had to buy fat cattle at his price, even 
though he admitted they would lose by the 
transaction, but their livelihood, to some ex- 
tent, depended in carrying out his instruc- 
tions, and that they were endeavouring to 
do. To beset a trade or industry with 
JYovernmental regulations was not always the 
wisest course, and the cattle trade to-day 
needed something more than mere theoretical 
knowledge to make it a success. Could they 
get it back to the position it occupied a few 
vears ago’ Could they do it honourablv 
without loss of prestige to the nation? If 
they could all their efforts should be directed 
towards that end. And the news that an 
agreement has been made with the British 
Government for an exchange of cattle for 
coal sounded a hopeful note. The new vear 
seemed to be commencing well; they were 
hopeful that its close would see the consum- 
mation of their desires.

Mr. M. Bermingham, seconding, said that 
the year under review had been one of the 
wo'st years they had had in the cattle trade 
during their time. They welcomed the coal- 
cattle pact, and would welcome further pacts 
that would relieve the cattle industry of the 
country. He did not say that it would raise 
the price of cattle to sny extent, but it 
would get rid of greater numbers of cattle. 


THE BROADSTONE 


He protested against the closing of the 
Broedstone Station, which was a central 
terminus for traders from the West of Ire- 
land and convenient to the Cattle market. 

Mr. C. D. Crowley (Cork) said that the 
men engaged in their trade had been 
maligned. They had a specimen of very bad 
taste during 1934 from some of. the leaders 
of the farmers, The Committee had worked 
hard to redress their grievances, and had 
got very little help from those people. The 
Association had put forward two candidates 
for the Port and Docks Board election, and 
proved that the system of election was not 
democratic. It was a terrible thing to say 
that as a result of that election men repre- 
senting a very small minority could dominate 
that election. Jt was up to the responsible 
Minister to see into the matter. 

He hoped that steps would be taken to see 
that that Board would not be again a closed 
borough for a minority not representing the 
interests of this country, but a monopoly 
that had operated here since 1923 and im- 
peded them with excessive freight charges. 
Their export trade had helped. the dividends 
of strangers, and he hoped that when things 
improved, no matter what Government was 
in power, that they would have an Irish 
mercantile marine. 

Mr. M. Bowe also expressed pleasure at the 
recent agreement with Great Britain, and 
nope that further agreements would be 
mace, 

Mr. R. J. Tuite thanked the Committee 
and staff of the Association for their work 
during the year. He said that the action 
of the railway company in closing Broad- 
stone Station was very high-handed. Since 
the merger the railway company had treated 
the Midlands and the West very badly. 

The Secretary (Mr. John Fleming) read a 
protest from citizens on the North side of 
the City’ of Dublin protesting against the 
closing of the Broadstone station. 

It was decided, on the motion of Mr. M. 
Bermingham, seconded by Mr, R. J. Tuite, 
that the petition to the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce be signed by the Association 
on behalf of its 400 members.

BRITISH INSURANCE 
PROPOSALS

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The British Unemployment Insurance 
Statutory Committee, in its unanimous 
report, issued last night, has framed pro- 
posals for the insurance of agricultural 
workers, which will be considered with a 
view to legislation by the Government. 

Among the main points in the Com- 
mittee’s proposals are the following :— 

Workers in agriculture, forestry and 
horticulture, to be compulsorily insured 
against unemployment. 

The new scheme to be self-contained as 
regards finance, and to have lower rates 
of contributions and benefit than the 
general scheme. 

Family farms, casual’ workers 
seasonal workers not insured in 
occupations to be excluded. 

Contributions of fourpence a week each 
from employer, employed, and the 
Exchequer, 

Weekly rate of benefit—12s. for adult 
male, 6s. 6d. for wife, and alternative 
scales of 2s. for each child, or 3s. for the 
first and 2s. 6d. for each additional child, 
subject to a maximum of 30s. a week. 

Estimated number of workers affected— 
750,000. 

In the case of the family farm, the Com- 
mittee proposes to exclude wife, husband, 
son or sons; wife, daughter or daughters; 
husband, father or mothcr of employer.

THE COUNCILS’ HANDICAP 
The figures published by the Minister 


for Local Government and Public Health | 


showed that where a county council had 
fallen under the influence of a Fianna Fail 
administration, and where the electors had 
the ‘Fianna Fail outlook on life and 
politics, the financial position was getting 
more and more critical, whereas counties 
like Donegal, Sligo, Cavan, where the 
Fianna Fail grip failed to control the 
councils, were managing to keep their rate 
collection in a fairly satisfactory 
condition. 

The councils started their present finan- 
cial year under the very severe handicap, 
that on the ist April, 1934, £1,143,718 ol 
last year’s rates were still unpaid. Their 
total warrants for the current year 
amounted to £170,000 more than last year. 
At the end of nine months of the rates 
period the collection position is £288,000 
worse than it was last year. 
The Fianna Fail County Clare accounts 
for £17,000 of this increase, Galway 
£32,000, Limerick £46,000, and, while 
Kerry has slightly improved its 
position compared with last year by reason 
of a reduction of £22,000 in the total 
warrant, the percentage of the rates un- 
collected on the 3lst December has risen 
from 67.3 per cent. last year to 72.9 per 
cent. this year. On the other hand, the 
percentage of the total warrant collected 
in Donegal is better, perhaps, than it 
ever has been—better, at any rate, than 
it was in any year since the year 1928-29. 


COMMISSIONER COUNTIES 


Another group of counties that show a 
remarkable position are the Commissioner 
counties of Waterford, South Tipperary 
and Kilkenny. To the amount outstand- 
ing this year over that outstanding in 
December last year County Waterford 
added £23,000, South Tipperary added 
£11,000, and the Commissioner in Kil- 
kenny had apparently made no improve- 
ment in a position which the Minister 
apparently considered a Commissioner 
could improve, 

In these three counties the Ministry has 
machinery for a full and _ thorough

PROBLEM THAT WAS OVERLOOKED

The Auditor, Mr. Richard N. Cooke, 

B.Comm., in the course of his address on 
“ The Restoration of Industry,’’ said that 
the problem, as an essential part of the 
regeneration of the Irish nation, had been 
almost completely overlooked. The struggle 
for freedom was at first entirely political. 
The sole manifestation of the desire for 
independence was the physical force move- 
went, which was animated and dominated 
by a single idea—freedom from external 
rule. The vague aspirations of the 
separatist elements in the country were 
first shaped towards a definite political 
philosophy in the teachings of Wolfe 
‘Tone. 
' Tone's revolution failed, but his teach- 
ing lived in writers like Fintan Lalor, 
who imparted to the Republicanism of 
‘Tone a more radically Socialist outlook. 

The Gaelic League had been described as 
the most powerful revolntionary force in 
Europe. Although primarily non-political, 
it indicated a new line of thought, and a 
new outlook which had a profound effect 
outside in its own particular sphere. From 
its earliest days it closely allied itself 
with the cause of Irish industry, which 
was then in an advanced stage of decay. 


GREAT OBSTACLE 


Perhaps, the greatest obstacle to be over- 
come in the establishment of industry in 
the Irish Free State was the provision of 
capital for it, and it was evident that the 
capital requirements of industry here must 
be met with otherwise than by any utilisa- 
tion of the deposit resources of the joint 
stock banks. The solution of financing 
enterprises by pledging the credit of the 
State under the Trades Loans Guarantee 
‘Act was open to the objection that this 
method was bureaucratic, but the capital 
guarantee could be so directed as to insure 
that the maximum social benefit should be 
derived from its use 

It was now evident that the Irish 
investor was ready to subscribe money for 
home industrial issues.

The latest reports of the banks showed 
that for the’ September quarter of 1934 
bank deposits exceeded advances and bills 
by over 71 million pounds, and that 
represented only portion of the available 
assets, which totalled far more than were 
ever likely to be required for industrial 
development. 


PLANNING; RIGHTLY 


The difficulties about which he was most 
anxious were those connected’ with 
planning rightly, so that when they had 
developed their: industries they should not 
find themselves in the position of other 
countries, who, having reached full 
development, found that that attainment 
had precipitated an economic crisis. They 
had certain advantages here. They had 
practically a virgin field, and it would be 
relatively easy, with the advantage of the 
protective measures of the Government, to 
develop up to a certain point—to develo 
to the point at which they coul 
supply all their own needs was compara- 
tively easy. But from the community 
point of view, not less than from the in- 
vestors’, it was important that they 
should look sufficiently far ahead to 
see that when the economic fabric 
was raised it was on such secure founda- 
tions that it would not have to be pulled 
down again. 

They had the problem of the machine 
and its distribution, and he did not think 
that anybody had been able to get a satis- 
factory solution for that. However, it 
would be a great mistake to wait for the 
perfect solution. That was not how 
progress was made. They had got to 
try to see as far ahead as possible, to 
build as securely as they could, and they 
would have to take their chance after- 
wards, and be prepared to adjust them- 
selves at every point accordingly as they 
got. a clearer view of the road ahead. 


THE SOCIAL SIDE 


To his mind it was the social side of 
the work that was. most difficult and per- 
plexing.

It was on 
that willingness to make sacrifices, to 
think in terms of the community as a 
whole, that was going to be based, in his 
opinion, the only satisfactory solution of 
the problem of industrial restoration. in a 
manner that would be permanent. 

If they could net get that they were 
gly building, relatively, on sand.

The Gaeltc League itself did not 
succeed, It demanded too great sacrifices.

What gives curious point to the speech 
is the fact that one of Germany’s most 
important pre-War African Colonies, 
South-West Africa, is at present being 
administered by the Union of South Africa 
under a mandate from the League of 
Nations.

PEKING, Wednesday. 

Kuyuan, Tungchatze and Tushihkou lie 
west of the border of the disputed area 
which is claimed both by Manchukuo and 
by the Chinese Province of Charhar. The 
Japanese recently demanded the with- 
drawal of the Chinese militia from the 
disputed area. 

The: attack on the Chinese position 
was renewed at dawn to-day, when it 
was supported by Japanese aeroplanes, 
who bombed the Chinese lines. At noon 
an artillery bombardment began, and 
forty-two shells are reported to have fallen 
into positions outside the disputed area. 

In the early afternoon Japanese in- 
fantry again attacked the Chinese hold- 
ing the Great Wall line at Tushihkou, 
which is an important town on the Great 
Wall. At 4 p.m. fighting was still con- 
tinuing hotly, but three hours later, with 
the approach of mht, it died down. 

Increasing numbers of Japanese troops 
have been seen near Kuyuan, according to 
the Charhar members of the Government 
here, and more armoured cars are at 
Tushihkou. It is feared that hostilities 
will be renewed to-morrow. 

The Japanese garrison at Jehol City 
announced last week that appropriate 
measures would be taken to deal with the 
troops under the command of General 
Sung-Cheh-Yuan, chairman of the Char- 
har district, on the ground that he had 
“shown utter ‘disregard of repeated 
requests to withdraw his troops from the 
western section of Jehol Province.”’ 

It was then learned that Japanese con- 
centration in Western Jehol was in 
progress for the purpose of expelling the 
Chinese militia from the disputed area, 
but it had been hoped that the matter 
would be peacefully settled. 

Yollowing her military occupation of 
the three provinces of ‘Manchuria proper 
in 1932, Japan proceeded to overrun also 
Jehol, driving the Chinese forces over the 
Great Wall. Jehol was proclaimed as 
annexed to Manchukuo. 

There has since then been a constantly re- 
curring dispute with China as to the exact 
boundaries, and the latest fichting is a 
phase of this. Japan is manifestly en- 
gaged in rounding off her domain on the 
west, with an eye on th: strategic and 
related considerations.

. HOURS OF WORK 


—— 


The Times observes in an _ editorial | 
article to-day :—Would a reduction of the | 
weekly hours of work in industry in this 
country bring about a reduction of the | 
number of the unemployed, and, if so, | 
under what conditions must the reduction 
of working time be made? This is the 
reat question which the Minister of | 
Celcee will put before the responsible 
representatives of the trade unions this 
morning and of the Confederation of Em. 
ployers' Organisations to-morrow, Nothing 
is prejudged, and as the discussions 
develop they must almost inevitably 
assume the character of a fact-finding 
inquiry. The confident affirmative reply 
to the main question which the trade 
unions have been making will be subject 
to investigation ; the ground of their con- 
fidence will be tested. Likewise the strength 
of the opposing assertion will be critically 
examined. 

The trade unions of this country have 
hitherto been confident that, by reducing 
the amount of work which each man does 
without reducing his income, more people 
would gain employment. Their argument 
rests on the Marxian theory of surplus 
value, and.they contend that by giving a 
larger reward to labour—in this instance 
by paying the same amount of wage for 
a smaller amount of work—purchasing 
power will be increased to maintain the 
present output of goods, more workpeople 
would have to be employed and more wages 
paid, and these additional wages would 
expand the murket. The contrary argu- 
ment is equally well known. Producing 
costs would be inereased, goods would be 
dearer, a man still receiving his present 
wage would be able to buy a smaller 
quantity of goods because of their 
enhanced price, and, although the 
total purchasing power in relation to 
costs of production might be undiminished, 
yet individual purchasing power would be 
smaller. A diminution of individual pur- 
chasing power would require a larger per- 
centage of income to be spent on the sheer 
necessaries of life, and there would be a 
smaller expenditure on other things, and 
particularly on those which belong to a 
higher civilisation. Reduced to a sen- 
tence, this argument is, that wealth is not 
increased by limiting production, and that 
a spreading of the same amount of pro- 
duction over a larger number of indivi- 
duals does not add to the total wealth, 
however justifiable the spread may be for 
social and humanitarian reasons. 

Hours of work, proceeds The Times, will 
be the starting point of this investigation, 
but perhaps not the single end. The 
duration of individual working time may 
be measured over a stretch of years, as 
well as over a stretch of days. It may 
well be that there will emerge, as a sub- 
ject of primary importance, the most 
advantageous use to be made of our avail- 
able man-power, and the concentration of 
employment, not so much on a certain 
number of hours in a week as on a certain 
number of years, during which the greatest 
efficiency can be maintained, leaving the 
enjoyment-of leisure to age, as the alterna- 
tive to middle-aged unemployment. So 
the inquiry may embrace the years of 
work as of not less importance than the 
hour® of work.

If 
embankments were erected at these points, 
the work to be done by the unemployed, 
the Government would be presented with 
new and fertile areas suitable for grazing, 
which would yield a fair revenue. In 
Wexford 5.000 acres had been reclaimed, 
and were the richest ‘grazing grounds in 
the country. Thus did the senator state 
his case. Not content with this, however, 
he went on to make an observation which 
was, eventually, to bring nearly every 
senator in the House to his feet. In 
Senator Counihan’s opinion, it was high 
time Irish labourers were relieved of the 
necessity of accepting presents from the 
Government. Free beef and free milk were 
underming thé labourer’s morale, while 
providing sustenance for himself and his 
family. Senator Counihan sat down, and 
the battle was launched. 


A WOMAN SPEAKS 


During the previous speech there had 
been a goode deal of murmuring among the 
members, so that excitement was running 
high; but when I saw Miss Kathleen 
Brown rise to her feet I scarcely could 
contain myself. For some weeks I had 
been attending the Dail, and longing all 
the ime for one of the women deputies to 
speak. The thought of a hundred men 
listening in enforced silence to a woman 
telling them what to do was almost beau- 
tiful. As time wore on, however, and 
Mrs. Redmond remained as silent as Miss 
Pearse, gradually I had come to despair 
of ever attending such a ceremony. And 
now here was Miss Brown, in loud and 
penetrating tones, condemning the dole, 
the free beef, and the free milk. It was 
splendid. Miss Brown said men actually 
had provoked quarrels with their em- 
ployers in order to be dismissed, and to 
become eligible for the Government gilts. 
At this moment I received another shock, 
for Senator Foran had risen; and in- 
terrupted—actually interrupted the lady— 
accusing her of slandering the unemployed. 
Surely a little chivalry is necessarv, even 
in politics. Miss Brown, however, was 
undismayed. She forged on her way, ex- 
plaining how successful the reclamation 
had been in Wexford. At one time the 
Chairman protested that he did not want 
to hear about the dole; but Miss Brown 
took no notice. “ I know, she said, and 
went on. | 


THE NEW AERODROME 


After this memorable performance the 
rest of the debate seemed altogether colour- 
less. Senator Farrel protested that this 
Christian State was only attempting to 
help the poor with the beef and the milk, 
and that Senator Counihan should be more 
careful, and, anyway, if the Labour Party 
had been listened to there would. have 
been no need for such employment 
schemes. Senator Fitzgeral . admitted he 
was new to the Senate, but thought 
Senator Counihan’s motion was very local 
and rather parochial, and that internal 
reclamation would be better. There was 
still an atmosphere of activity and in- 
terest ; but the speeches were all a little 
formal. All at once, however, the position 
was altered, for Senator Healey began a 
speech in Irish, and then, fortunately, 
relapsed back again into the foreign 
tongue. Fortunately, for Senator Healey 
had many interesting things to say. He 
suggested the bay around Monkstown and 
Sandycove should be filled in, and 
eventually an aeroplane base erected on 
the reclaimed Iand. At the end of his 
speech he launched out into a severe attack 
on the Blue Lagoon. When the housing 
problem is settled, ho said, then the 
Government may spend public money on 
fantastic schemes of this sort. During 
the course of this onslaught Senator 
Healey spoke with a fire and fury that 
are regrettably absent from the - usual 
Senate speech. The debate closed with 
Senator Lynch giving a dismal picture of 
wht happened to the reclamation scheme 
on the Fergus, where the sea persistent!v 
refused to stav outside the embankment, 
and Senator-Counihan defending himself 
against his critics. The motion eventually 
was put to the vote and carried.

MILLIONS IN INDUSTRY 


Seconding Mr. de Valera’s motion, Mr. } 


J. P. Colbert, Chairman of the Industria] 
Credit Co., Ltd., said there was a time 
when the average investor in this country 
would be quite happy if he had his money 
employed abroad and¢controlled by people 
about whom he knew nothing. At that 
time the investor had no confidence in 
Irish industries, and he was not prepared 
to put his money into them. Within the 
last twelve months there had been a re- 
markable transformation. During the past 
vear three million pounds had been put 
into Irish industry through the medium 
of public flotations. That was never done 
before, and he imagined that the amount 
of money put into companies privately was 
also much higher than ever before. Pro- 
viding that the confidence of the investors 
was maintained, and that nothing was 
done to break down that confidence, he saw 
no reason why in the future Irish 
investors should not put up any money 
required for the establishment of new 
Irish industries. 

For a while there was bound to be a 
certain increase of prices to the consumer 
for goods manufactured here, but he saw 
no reason why in the course of time, when 
the industries became properly organ'sed, 
the prices should not be lower than they 
were before the tariffs operated. It might 
be wise to consider. specialising in some 
industries in which we could export. We 
could become one of the leading manu- 
facturing countries in the world within 
the next decade, because with our up-to- 
date machinery we would have the advan- 
tage over older established industrial 
countries. 

The resolution was passed. 


THE REVIVALIST 
SPIRIT 


MR. MCGILLIGAN’S VIEW 
Mr. Patrick McGilligan, M.A.) T.D., | 


who received a warm ovation from the 
students, in moving a resolution of support 
to..the Society, praised the Auditor for 
realising the existence of numerous diffi- 
culties, in the way of the restoration of 
industry. 

‘““It is easy to work up the spirit of 
a Welsh revivalist meeting about industry 
in this country” he said. “' It ought to 
be remembered that revivalism of that type 
is not policy, and that fine emotion is not 
a great achievement; the more people 
indulge in that emotion the more they will 
lead to the suspicion that the revivalist 
and the preacher of social reconstruction 
has not the practical capacity to turn fine 
dreams into enduring realities.’’ 

The previous speaker had referred to the 
simplicity of certain plans. There was one 
person in literature who was thus child- 
like and bland; but he had aces up his 
sleeve. People here were left wondering 
where the aces were and when they would 
be drawn. They were still waiting. For 
three years every way that could be devised 
by the mind of man had been employed 
by the Government to stimulate industrial 
activity in this country—quotas, subsidies, 
Government credits, trade loans, prohibi- 


tions, and reserved commodities. What 
was the result? 18,000 people had been 
newly brought into industry; but in a 


previous year, 1931, when there were not 
so many subsidies and quetas, there had 
been 11,000 newcomers to industry. 
Further, emigration having stopped, the 
population had increased by 20,000 per 
arinum, so that not merely were they not 
catching up with the old unemployment 
problem, but they were falling steadily 
back, year by year. 


THE BIGGEST INDUSTRY 


A Minister had said that there were 
now 235,000 people directly employed in 
building, compared with 5,000 in 1931; was 
building supposed to be the mainstay of 
industrial acta in this country? 
The extra 18,000 persons had been brought 
into building in a hectic attempt to get 
industry started, 

‘‘ When people talk of industry in this 
country, said Mr. McGilligan, “ they 
have an unhappy knack of forgetting that 
agriculture is our biggest industry; that 
purchasing power is being lost, or partially 
lost, by the steady destruction of agricul- 
ture. Our farmers have got so accustomed 
to depression, however, that they will 
almost cease to grumble if they believe 
that a manufacturing industry is lighten- 
ing their burden to any little extent. 

‘“ Unless some attention is paid to the 
purchasing power of the community all 
these devices, valuable as they are in other 
circumstances, are bound to fail. If ever 
there was a sign that some people are at 
the end of their tether and have now to 
live on their small resources, it is in the 
fact that the withdrawals of Savings 
Certificates now exceed the money lod = i 
in the drop of these savings from 
£2,000,000 seven years ago to £350,000 last 
year, and in the drop in the income tax 
returns,’ 


SECURITY ON THE LAND 


Mr. Rory Henderson, Secretary of the 
National Health Insurance Society, second- 
ing Mr. McGilligan’s motion, said this 
country had had a tradition of insecurity 
which it found very difficult to overcome. 
The farmer, for generations, had felt in- 
secure, and he had felt more insecure by 
reason of the system which had operated 
here, whereby the buying and selling of 
goods became more important in the 
political economy of the country than the 
actual production by the farmer on the 
land. The farmer should be given the 
assurance that he was secure in regard to 
his land. 

Rreferring to the social services, Mr. 
Henderson mentioned the paltry sum of 
15s. sickness benefit with which a man 
was supposed to support himself and his 
family during one of the most difficult 
periods of his life—when he was ill. 

A large scheme of social insurance 
should provide for this and other needs 
in the way of prevention, remedy, and

C. Porter, K.C., said that he pro- 
posed to call evidence proving, beyond | all 
shadow of doubt, that certain suggestions 
against his clients, Messrs. S. and J. Agnew, 
Ltd., contractors of the Movilla School, New- 
townar were anfounded and untrue. 
Coungel went on to say that, although no 
direct charge was made against Messrs. 
Agnew in the report of Mr Wilson, the Ac- 
countant, there was aninsinuatirn all through 
the report that there was sume kind of 
collusive arrangement, a corrupt agreement, 
between Mr. Love, the architect, and Messrs. 
Agnew, which had for its object the loan of 
£1,000 at the commencement of the contract, 
or about three weeks after work was com- 
menced, by reason of which Mr. Castor Love 
was to grant the contractors certain favours. 
Both members of the firm would tell the 
‘Commissioner that they had found Mr. Love 
an exceedingly hard taskmaster in connection 
with that work, and also in cewnection with 
St. Comgall’s school they would swear that 
they found Mr. Love exceedingly difficult to 
please, and he had to be pressed in the-end— 
an letters would be produced in proof—to 
give Messrs. Agnew those paying orders to 
which they believed they were justly entitled. 
The contract was commericed in the middle 
of the month, and the first paying order for 
£1,000 issued to the ccntractors on March ál 
was admittedly lent to Mr, Love, passing 
through the Ulster Bank, Donegall place, 
branch, on the following day The second 
order for £500 was issued on May 7, so that 
the first payment which passed through the 
books of Messrs. Agnew was two months 
after the work was started. 


THE EVIDENCE 


Evidence was given by Mr. James Agnew 
in suppgrt of counsel’s statement. 

eaking of the transaction of the loan of 
£1, from his firm to Mr. Love, the witness 
said that he had first obtained advice on the 
matter, and agreed to let the architect have 
the money, receiving an acknowledgment 
from him. 
The Commissioner asked Mr. Agnew if he 
regarded the paying order as having been 
received by his firm on that occasion, and 
the witness said that he supposed he did. 
The Commissioner—Why did you enter it 
in your ledger ? 

Mr. Agnew--I lent the money to Love, and 
he told me that he would let me have the 
money before the end of the job. 

Therefore, you did not regard yourself as 
paid on that date ?—I did not. 

The Commissioner continued his examins- 
tion of the witness by referring to the ex- 
penditure of the firm on the Movilla contract 
ii March, 1930, and pointed out that, accord- 
ing to the ledger, this amounted to slightly 
over £40. “ 

“ Do you suggest,” added Mr. McGonigal, . 
“that on March 31 there was work done and 
materials on the site to the value of 
£1,000? ”’ 

“I do not,” replied the witness, and later 
added that the loan was repaid in cash. 

Mr. Warnock—You did not record any- 
thing in your’ books?—At that time I did 
not. 

I put it to you that the reason you did 
not ask Mr. Love for any interest was be- 
cause you were not lending him any money, 
hut, were assisting him to get £1, of the 
Committee’s money to use for his own pur- 
pose ’—J_ was not assisting him to get £1,000 
of the Committee’s money.

Trooper Kelly 
dusted the paper with powder, but the 
method cois ai unsuccessful, 
producing only a single smudged print 
which Kelly admitted to be valueless. 

Mr. Reilly then brought out from him 
the admission that the silver nitrate 
method used on the “ kidnap ladder’’ by 
the New York expert, Dr. Hudson, was 
sometimes more efficient. (Dr. Hudson 
reported that he had found no prints of 
Hauptiann’s fingers.) 

A board from the ‘‘ kidnap ladder ’’ was 
then produced, the prosecution counsel 
declaring that it fitted a hole in Haupt- 
mann’s attic. Nails alleged to fit nail 
holes in the board also were. produced. 
The defence fought grimly and bitterly 
against the introduction of these exhibits. 
Mr. Arthur Koehler, a Federal wood 
expert, testified that the wood of the 
ladder came from Hauptmann’s house. 
Mr. Koehler stated that he had been an 
expert for 21 years, and had examined 
two or three thousand pieces of wood for 
the Government annually.

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FOREIGN BIRDS IN 
CAPTIVITY 


SOME INTERESTING 
VARIETIES 


nee Se

HERE can be few hobbies with such a 
ey varied appeal as the ng of foreign 
birds in captivity. The bright, and 
often gorgeous Fin of the little creatures, 
the interest of their vivacious, busy lives, 
and the pleasure of watching them uilding 
their nests all provide the aviarist with a 
rpetual round of delight and wonder. It 
is by no means difficult to become a successf ul 
aviarist. Experience, of course, will teach 
much, but, then, experience is often expe 
sive, particularly in this case, and there is 
little need to experiment nowadays. Good 
advice is cheap and plentiful, with numerous 
hooks on the subject, and, at least, one 
riodical which caters exclusively for the 
bird fancier. Given a little patience, a study 
of some of the standard works on the 
subject, and a careful beginning with the 
right birds in the right kind of aviary, the 
success of the project is assured. 

The actual aviary itself is se much a matter 
for the individual himself, his tastes, avail- 
able space, and, alas, depth of pocket, that 
it is needless to go into that subject here. All 
that is proposed is to enumerate some of 
the commoner kinds of birds favoured by 
aviarists, and the treatment they demand. 
Though they are exceedingly popular among 
many fanciers on account of their plumage 
and the readiness with which they weather 
even our moister : ) 
the great enemy of these little exotics— 
[ am no great lover of the weaver 
birds. Their monotonous “‘ scissors grind- 
ing” songs and occasionally brutal 
behaviour towards the smaller inmates 
considerably offset their robust constitutions 
and splendid plumage. Still, they form so 
large a part of the aviarists’ choice of to- 
day that they must, perforce, be included. 
First there is the common Madagascar 
weaver, with his robe of vivid scarlet and 
black wings, not unlike the scarlet tanager ; 
then the fiery-coloured orange and black 
grenadier weaver, and the yellow Napoleon 
weaver. The regal crimson-crowned and the 
familiar orange bishop are other members of 
the family which are easily obtainable. The 
whvdahs and, occasionally, some of the more 
rarely imported sorts share, in common with 
the aforementioned birds, a robust constitu- 
tion. Each summer will see these birds in 
the most gorgeous hues of blacks, reds, 
ecarlets and orange yellows. They will cover 
the trees and wires of the sat with their 
beautifully-woven nests of dried grass and 
bents, though that is as far as the domestic 
arrangements will get, and will render the 
neighbourhood hideous with harsh songs, 
slightly reminiscent of the starling in his 
less melodious moments. They are easily 
satisfied with a diet of canary seed and 
millet, with occasional bundles of weeds and 
wild grasses to lend a change to the 
monotonous fare. 


THE WAXBILLS 


Most delightful of all the small imported 
finches are the waxbills, of which some 
fifteen or sixteen varieties are fairly regularly 
imported. They are reasonably hardy, 
especially when protected from damp and 
draughts, and their bright plumage, dainty 
forms and engaging little ways make them 
particularly eligible for the aviary. The cosé 
of these little creatures is not excessive, and 
five or six shillings a pair for grey, 8t. 
Helena, orange cheek or cordon bileus is 
about the usual price. It is a good plan 
with waxbills, as with almost all foreign 
birds, to watch the markets for a 
gint of these birds, when the dealers 
will part with their stocks at a mere fraction 
of the usual cost. Then a supply of a dozen 
pairs or more can be laid in cheaply. The 
more delicate waxbills are the violet-eared, 
which come more rarely into the market, and 
command a large price, and the exquisite 
lavender finch, with its pearly grey plumage 
and red rump, The violet-ear has some claim 
to fame, as, possibly, the first pair ever 
brought to Europe became the property of 
Madame de Pompadour, who, always a friend 
to animals and birds, kept them alive for a 
considerable while. Many of the waxbills 
are ready enough to breed in captivityy and, 
given nesting-boxes or thick, sheltered shrubs 
and thickets, there is no reason why an occa- 
sional brood should not be reared through. In 
this case, however, it is necessary to supply 
special foods and insects for the young. 

Australia comes little behind Africa in its 
supply of these little birds. The Sydney wax- 
bill and some of the scarlet waxbills from the 
Northern Territories yield the palm to none 
for beauty of plumage. Equally delightful 
and useful to the aviarist are the grass: 
finches, the pick of which come from Austra- 
lia, though, owing to wise legislation, their 
numbers are considerably restricted now. The 
noisy and sturdy little chestnut-eared or 
zebra finch, with its pronounced markings 
and we sides ; the orgeous parrot- 
finches of the South Sea islands and New 
Caledonia; the black-tailed, masked and black 
throated finches (mostly from Northern Aus- 
tralia), with the star, cherry finch, Bicheno’s 
finch, and the more rarely imported painted 
finch, make most delightful pets. The beau- 
tiful Gouldian finches are expensive, and 30s. 
to 40s. a pair is not an excessive price. Their 
vivid colouring and -willingness to breed are 
oints greatly in their favour. The hardly 
but apathetic manakins, as the ay 
finches, spice birds, nuns and silverbills, ad 
little to the gaiety of the aviary, but they 
are handsome enough in their soft rich 
blacks and browns, and quite willing to let 
the smaller finches huddle closely to them. 
Thus, they fulfil a quite satisfactory role as 
night nurses to the chillier little creatures. 
The Java sparrow or rice-bird is a regular 
stand-by, and either in his handsome blue- 
grey natural form or albino sport, he is a 
healthy creature, and nearly always in the 
tightest and best of plumage. All the fore- 
going are satisfied with the same food as the 
weavers, and plenty of spray millet by way 
of variety will keep them in good condition. 


MORE EXPENSIVE BIRDS 


A number of small seed-eaters come to us 
from the New World. In some cases, as in 
that of the saffron finch, they are best left 
out where smaller birds are concerned, but, 
for the most part, they are inoffensive and 
prettily coloured. Usually, however, they 
are expensive. Such are the reddish, 
lined and guttural finches. Cuban and 
Jamaican finches are really exquisite little 
birds, and their olive and yellow plumage is 
most attractive. They are not too delicate, 
and their price, judging by recent cata- 
logues, is not dear—twelve to eighteen shil- 
lings would be a fair price. The larger 
birds, as the cardinals, are too expensive at 
the moment. Forty shillings is a ridiculous 
price for the Virginian grosbeaks, though 
the same sum for their relatives, the blue 
grosbeaks, is reasonable enough. The lovely 
hued nonpareil or rainbow buntinbs at 25s. 
are very fair, and a hen-bird that lately 1 
saw offered was a positive gift, as the female 
is rarely imported. 

For obvious reasons the parrots and love 
birds must be omitted. Not only has 
psittacosis cast a temporary blight on their 
popularity, but they are costly—in many 
cases require a special diet, and altogether 
are quite beyond the reach of the average 
aviculturist. This applies also to 
the glossy starlings, toucans, hang. 
nests, tanagers and fruitsuckers. Given a 
fair selection of wearers, waxbills, 
and a good crowd of manakins and grass- 
finches, the amateur can make a very satis 


factory ‘start, and may even “ tone down ”’ 


the unpleasantness cf the weavers by the 
inclusion of some of the singing finches. 'T’his 
will both please the neighbours and some- 
what offset the monotonous squeaks of the 
tinier members of the aviary. 

Great care must be taken in the acquiring 
of the birds. They should be kept indoors 
or in a cool conservatory for a week or se 
until they are seen to be settled down and 
free from disease; also, in the case of the 
little finches, our northern night is too 
lengthy a time for them to go without food, 
so a shaded lamp should be placed over the 
feeding troughs or seed pans for them to feed 
during the night. Given care, a spacious 
sunny aviary and a warm, dry roosting 

, the.the aviarist has no reason to, re- 
proach himself with cruelty. The little 
creatures will enjoy their brief lives in 
security and comfort, and in a good man 
cases will Jeave a hardier posterity to fi 
their perches later on. - . |

HE assets of the National Athletic and 
Cycling Association on óist December 
last were £924 and the liabilities £8, 

states the annual report to be presented at 

the meeting which takes place in Wynn's 

Hotel, Dublin, on February órd next.

RAISING OF REVENUE 


The direct revenue from taxable sources 
falls short of overhead charges by several 
hundred pounds, with the possibility of 


losses on national events, In order to cor- 
rect this state of things, continues the report, 
it is necessary that some effort must be made 
to increase the income, whether it be by way 
of fees or social activities. 

Reference is made to the I.A.A.F.’s de- 
cision that the Association covers only the 
Free State, and to the fact that a team 
selected to compete at Turin was withdrawn. 
A special congress of the N.A.C.A, held 
later decided against the acceptance of the 
decision of the International Federation. 
There are several resolutions dealing with 
the matter down for consideration. 


THE RESOLUTIONS 


“That this annual Convention is of opinion 
that a Congress of the International Amateur 


Athletic Federation: is competent to make 
rulings as to the area of control of any 
affiliated body, and that, therefore, the 


National Athletic and Cycling Association of 
Ireland should abide by the ruling given at 
the Congress held on the 28th and 29th 
Auguát, 1934, defining the area to be con- 
trolled by the N.A. and C.A. (I.) as the area 
contained within the bounda-ies of the Irish 
Free State.’’—Dublin County Board

accept the ruling of the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation on the dispute as to the 
jurisdiction of the area under the control of 
the N.A. and U.A. (I.).”—Limerick County 
Board.
